Additional  RuLEsand  Regulations 

For  the  ConduA  of  the  Land-Office  Departme.it. 

HEREAS  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  that  delayi 
tnd  abufeihave  tnCtn  in  the  Land-grantiiw  Hepart- 
rornt,  on  account  of  the  ililtance  of  the  Surveyor 
General's  office  from  its  A«nt>  or  Deputy  Sur- 
veyors, in  variout  parts  of  (he  province,  and  that 
feme  of  the  faid  Surveyors  have,    in  divers  iit- 
flances,  attempted  to  difpofe  of  the  walle  Undi  of  the  Crown,  without 
authority,  under  pretext  of  executing  the  King's  inftruitions  to  the  Go- 
vernor,  relative  to  the  allotments  of  lands  to  be  made  to  dilbanded 
troops,  and  under  other  colours  and  pretences;    It  is  therefore  hereby 
Ordered  and  direaed,  that  all  Surveyors  employed  by  the  government, 
under  inftruftions  from  the  Surveyor  General's  office,  for  making  fur- 
vrys  and  allotments  of  the  wade  lands  of  the  Crown,  in  any  part  of  the 
province,  forthwith  make  reports  to  the  LanJ-Sdards  for  the  refpeflive 
DiftriAs,  of  all  allotments  made  by  them   (the  faid  Surveyors)   Ipeci. 
fying  their  authority,  that  individuals,  conceiving  themfelves  fecured 
in  the  poflcffion  of  fuch  unauthorifed  locations  >•  are  afore  mentioned, 
may  be  apprized  of  the  error.     And  the  Boardi  are  to  keep  a  vigilant 
eye  over  all  encroachment!  by  individuals  upon  the  wallc  lands  of  the 
Crown,   under  pretext  of  fuch  unauthorifed  locations,  or  otherwife ; 
communicatipg  fuch  full  information  as  may  b<  reqaifite,  for  difcrimi- 
niting  the  cafe  of  deceived  and  incautious  retilers  from  other  intruders, 
that  thofc  who  miy  reafonably  expeft  the  favor  of  Government,    may 
receive  fuch  indulgences,  as  their  cafes  may  be  found  to  require. 

II.  No  allotments  whatever  Ihall  henceforth  h  made  by  any  of  the  faid 
Surveyors,  except  by  the  written  authority,  ii~  (tioia  or  certificate  of 
the  refpefiive  Boards.  And  as  often  at  fuch  certificate  or  authority  of 
die  Board,  Ihall  come  to  the  hands  of  the  Sum/cr,  to  whom  the  fame 
i>  direAed,  it  {hall  be  his  duty  to  locate  the  tn£t  therein  mentioned, 
and  give  his  certificate  of  location  to  the  inten4«d  grantee,  at  the  foot, 
or  on  the  back  of  the  authority  of  the  Board  atsordingly. 

And  a«  often  as  an  order  of  the  Governnr  ia  Council  ilTaei  for  a 
grant  of  lands  to  be  nude,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  ihall  tnnfmit  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  Board  of  the  Dillrid  in  whiii  the  lands  to  be  grant- 
ed arc  fituated,  to  enable  the  Bb-rd  to  give  the  aahorit]^  before  dirc^d, 
for  the  traft  being  located  by  the  Surveyor. 

III.  The  Boards  arete  take  care,  that  the  ordStconutned  in  the  tenth 
at'ticle  of  the  Rulei  and  Regulations  for  the  coiduA  of  the  Land -office 
department,  of  the  17th.  of  February  laft,  relitiv*  to  the  dimenfions, 
and  fubditifion  of  Townlhips,  be  duly  executed  by  the  different  Sur- 
veyors :  And  ibr  this  purpole,  the  faid  orders  a,T  her;  infected  at  length 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Board,  viz. 

The  dimenfions  of  every  inland  Townlhip  ball  be  ten  miles  fquare, 
and  rack  as  are  <••"»"<  "f^  *'*<"''f>>l<  ri>«*;ar  water,  (hall  have  a 
frtrnt  of  nine  miles,  and  be  twelve  nulet  in  depth. 

"The  Town.plot  in  every  Townlhip  ihall  be  one  mile  fquare.  In  an 
inland  Townfli)p  it  ihall  be  fituated  in  the  center  thereof;  aiid  in  a 
Townlhip  upon  a  navigable  river  or  water,  it  Ihall  be  in  the  center  of 
the  front  bordering  opm  tk  river  or  water. 

Every  Town-lot  inall  contain  one  acre  more  or  left. 

Every  Toworpark  ihall  conain  tweoty-ibar  acres,  more  or  left. 

Every  Farm-tot,  ihall  contain  two  hundred  acrei  more  or  left. 

There  Ihall  be  a  Public  Square  or  parade,  in  the  center  of  the  Toarn, 
contuning  four  acres  more  or  lefs. 

There  fliall  be  four  more  Public  Squares  or  parades  of  the  like  ex- 
tent at  equal  and  conven'ieot  diilancet  from  the  center. 

A  Square  of  four  acres  more  or  lefs,  Ihall  be  referred  on  each  fide  cf 
the  cenur  fquare  for  placei  of  I>ivine  worfliip,  one  parfonage  hcufe, 
one  School-honfc,  a  Court  or  Tcwn-boufe,-  a  Prifon,  and  a  Poor  or 
Work-houfe. 

A  S^juare  of  four  acres,  more  or  lefs,  dull  be  referred  at  each  of 
the  four  corneri  of  the  'Town-plot,  for  a  cogimon  Burying  ground, 
Mofpital,  &c. 

Four  Squares  of  four  acres  each,  more  or  lefs,  Ihall  berefcrvcd  for 
Market-places,  at  die  four  extremities  of  the  I'own,  in  a  line  with,  and 
at  equal  dilUnces  from  th»four  cornera. 

'The  eight  principal  ftreets  leading  frofn  the  center  fqaare.  dull  be 
be  ninety-fix  feet  wide.  All  other  Oreett  ihall  6e  fixy  fieet  wide.  All 
the  fqaarea  Ihall  be  open  at  the  angles  or  coroeri. 

Anaieaofhalfamile,  more  or  left,  in  depth,  farronnding  the  Town, 
ihall  be  rcferved  for  works  of  defence  if  neceflary,  or  fnch  other  difpo* 
fnion  a*  ftiall  be  thought  proper  at  a  future  period. 

The  Town-parkt  Inall  adjoin  and  fnrround  the  area  jull  mentioned, 
ind  0iall  be  two  hundred  and  eighty  eight  in  number  in  every  inland 
Townlhip,  and  two  hundred  and  eighteen  in  number  in  every  Town- 
lhip fituated  upon  a  navigable  river  or  water. 

One  Tiywn-park  Ihall  6e  rcferved  for  a  Miniiler,  and  one  for  a  Schcol- 
mafter,  adjoining  each  other. 

"The  remainder  of  the  Townlhip  Ihall  bf  laM  out  in  Farm  tou,  the 
numbcrofwhichineverr  inland  Townlhip,  is  to  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  two,  and  in  every  'Townlhip  fituated  on  a. -ivigable  river  or  water, 
three  hundred. 

Two  farm-lots  Oiall  be  referved  for  a  MuuHer,  and  one  for  a  School- 
tttaAer  fituated  behind  the  Town-parks,  to  be  refcrved  for  them  ref- 
peflivcly,  «nd  in  that  divifion  of  the  Farm-lots  which  is  ncarett  to  the 
Town.

reijuirei  But  the  Surreyori  ftiall,  .^n  no  pretence  whaierer,  make  any 
doiiiion  from  xhr  general  orJeii,  in  thefe,  or  any  other  rtfpefli,  but 
by  the  written  authority  of  the  Beardi. 

And  i(  ili.'ill  be  the  duty  of  the  Boardi,  in  every  fuch  cafe,  to  report 
Ih:  rr^ifoni  fjr  th:ir  AA,  lo  the  (governor  or  Cammander  in  Chief  for 
the  time  bciig,  with  all  convenient  f|>erd. 

V.  I'or  the  e»crcife  of  due  ca  t'un  in  the  ordering  of  any  fuch  devia- 
tion! from  thj  ge!icr.il  mottcli  ref,->ltting  the  fcitet  of  Towni,  and  the 
direAinni  of  Roads,  a<  m.ty  be  kulhorized  by  the  Boardi  under  the 
ptfceJing  article,  it  OmII  be  the  iuty  of  th;  Boards,  as  often  at  one 
or  more  new  Tott'nlhipi  are  to  be  laid  out,  to  call  in  the  MagiArates, 
the  oHicert  of  tlie  Militij  and  othe5.iniclli3ent  phntert  of  the  Vicinity 
thereof,  nr  the  Oi.'Iritt  at  brgr,  ak  th:  im^rtanccof  the  c.ife  may  re< 
iiuire,  to  aflill  in  their  delibcrationi  refpeding  the  afbrefaii  parlitulari ; 
tne  majority  of  whom,  and  of  the  Members  of  the  Board  prefent,  fliall 
determine  the  neceffiiy  of  the  deviuion  propofed,  and  the  proper  fpot 
for  the  Town,  and  the  proper  direAions  of  the  Roadt  in  every  fuch 
Towiilhip,  and  the  Board  (hall  thereupon  proceed  to  authorize  and  re- 
port the  fame,  ai  diretied  in  the  riieceding  article. 

VI.  With  refpeft  to  all  TownihiN  laid  out  prior,  and  not  according 
to  the  foregoing  regolationi,  (mank^f  which  Townlhipi  arc  now  con- 
fidi'tably  advanced  in  their  fettlcmnb)  the  Boardi  are  neverthelefa  to 
deliberate  :md  fix  upon  the  proper  fciiei  for  Towns,  Town-parlu,  fflebei 
for  aMiniilt-r  and  Schoolmader,  and  the  direfUoni  of  the  Roada  in  the 
manner  dir^^ted  in  the  preceding  aniele.  If  the  choir;  Ihall  fall  upon 
lai.ls  already  located  in  due  form,  the  confcnt  oP^e  Occupant!  or 
rightful  Claimmla  mui)  6rll  be  obaained,  by  an  iftement  between 
them,  ittid  the  Inhibitasis  of  the  Townlhip  in  general ;  to  facilitate 
which,  the  Boards  are  hereby  aathofixed  to  give  them,  feverally,  cer- 
tificatcH  direAed  to  one  of  the  Afkiaz  Surveyors  of  their  DiftriA,  for  ai 
many  acres  of  the  vacant  land*  or  the  Crtnvn,  in  that  or  any  other 
Townlhip,  as  ihey  Ihali  have  relinqdlhed  their  clum  to,  by  the  agree- 
menl  fo  made. 

VII.  As  often  as  the  complete  execution  of  the  diredioiu,  ctntain- 
cd  in  the  third  Article  of  thefe  Regulations,  fliall  be  prevented,  by 
reafon  of  the  neceflary  fpace  <ar  that  purpofe  being  already  under  pro- 
mifes  of  Grants  to  individox.'s :  wha  may  be  unwilling  to  relinquifii 
their  claims  to  the  fame,  the  Boardi  are  to  obferve  the  toltowing  order 
iu  providing  fpaces  for  the  general  convenience  of  the  Townlhip,  viz. 

i.  One  or  more  place  or  placet  for  the  pabtic  WoHbip  of  Cod. 
X.  A  comason  burying  groUiid. 

3,  One  Parfonage  houfe. 

4.  A  eofflmon  Schml  houfe. 

e,  A  Town  park  for  one  Miniller. 

•,  A  Town  park  for  one  Scboolmalter,  common  tl>  the  Town. 

7.  A  Rcbe  for  One  Miniller. 

8.  A  Glebe  for  one  Schootinafter,  conmon  to  the  Totvn. 

9.  The  Court  or  Town  boufe. 
13.  The  Priibn. 

11.  The  Poor  or  Work  houfe.

|tT0ceeding  therein,  and  in  the  other  offsets  pointed  out  in  the  third  ar- 
ticle of  thefe  Regulations,  as  far  as  circumftances  may  permit. 

VIII.  As  often  aa  the  fettlements  of  the  Fram  lots  in  a  Tosmlhip, 
are  fulTiclently  advanced,  in  the  opinion  of  the  boards,  to  render  the 
dillribution  of  the  Town  lots  ofeful  for  the  eAabliihment  of  Mechanici, 
and  the  ercAion  of  a  Church,  Parfonage,  and  School  hoofe.  Sic.  the 
Boards  are  to  order  the  Surveyor  to  lay  out  the  Town  lots,  and  num- 
ber the  fame ;  after  which  the  Boards  are  to  receive  applications,  and 
upon  due  examination  of  the  Charailer  and  Pretenfions  of  the  Petiti- 
oners, to  iflue  to  them  Certificates,  fiv  fuch  lots,  in  the  ufoal  manner. 

IX.  The  Boardi  flull  not  ilTue  any  Certificate  for  more  than  one 
Town  lot  of  one  acre,  or  one  Town  bt  and  one  Town  park  of  twenty- 
four  acres  together,  to  the  fiime  perfon  (being  the  head  of  a  fiiniily) 
and  this  only  opon' condition  of  hii  building  t  Dwelling  houfe  on  fuch 
Town  lot,  and  occupying  the  tame,  within  the  fpace  of  one  year  firom 
the  d.iie  of  the  Certificate.  And  in  cafet  of  Competition  the  Boardi 
rj-e  to  give  the  preference  to  fnch  AppUcanti,  for  whofe  trades  and 
occupations  the  refpeAive  loti,  on  account  of  their  fiiuation  near  the  Wa- 
ter, orotherwife,  may  be  beft  calculated;  and  to  fuch  foberaodin- 
dulirious  Mechanics,  whofe  trades  aremofl  ncceffary  to  the  convenience 
of  the  Townfhip  in  general.  And  the  Boards  are  to  be  particularly 
carefiil  to  difcountcnance  frivolous  applications,  and  not  to  authorize 
any  transfers  of  unimproved  Town  lots  and  Town  parka,  which  only 
tend  to  create  a  mifehievoai  Monopoly  of  ths  ground.  Nor  (hall  any 
Town  parks  be  granted  fepantely  from  Town  lots,  the  former  being 
intended  for  the  convenience  ef  the  fettlen  upon  the  latter  i  and  a  fu- 
ture in  the  condition,  upon  which  the  Town  loti  are  granted,  flull  ope- 
rate the  forfeiture  of  both. 

X.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foreg(»ng  Ralei  and  Regulations,  Ihall 
be  conArued  to  prevent  the  Surveyor  General  or  Deputy  Surveyor  Ge- 
neral, from  the  execution  of  their  duty  and  inAructions,  in  whatever 
pirt  of  the  Province  either  of  them  may  beprcfei.i;  nor  to  extend  to  the 
abolition,  relaxation,  or  reftriOion,  of  the  accuAomed  chain  of  duty 
or  0.1icial  intercourfe,  between  the  Surveyor  Gcu  eral'i  Office  and  iti 
Agents,  or  Deputy  Surveyors  rcfpsftively,  inany  part  of  the  Province.
